calls or answer my letters related to this topic. Vou may recall that I 
mentioned that I had met with the Pastor and a member of the Troop 
Committee; and, although they did no t believe there was any truth to the 
rumors, they verified the fact that Rj^jj^ S] had experienced emotional 
problems and attempted suicide. They asked that I not give him a letter 
putting him out of the program* They felt it would be a major tragedy 
for him and assured me that they would prevent any further involvement on 
his part. Recently, I was able to secure a criminal check on Mr* Cook; 
and according to a very reliable source, he has never been arrested for 
any crime. You have written suggesting that I present a letter to Mr. 
Cook refusing to allow his registration. However, it is the 
recommendation of our council committee that, due to the lack of evidence 
and our inability to secure any evidence to support any of the rumors, we 
not take action to place Mr. Cook on the Confidential List. We will 
continue to monitor the situation locally. 

3). On December 7, 1988 I received a phone call from an individual that 
identified himself as |ptS^£l£&^ who stated that he would like to report 
an alleged incident of sex molestion by a Scout leader. He stated that 
approximately 5 years ago while in Boy Scout Troop 41, his Scoutmaster at 
that time,. Mr. Robert Nichols, had sexually molested him*- He stated that 
he would be willing to sign a statement to that effect; and although he 
no longer lived in the Birmingham area, he would visit Birmingham over 
the Christmas holidays and would meet with me at 2:00 p.m. on December 
21, 1988 to provide details and sign a sta tement . I c hecked the unit 
history file and verified that there was a ^^^^ ^j ^fj^^ r&gi.a^^-r^d with 
Troop 41 in 1983 and that Mr. Robert Nichols was the Scoutmaster at that 
time. I shared information related to the report with Jim Wilson in the 
Regional Office. )F ^ S^ l r > rwqt| did not keep his scheduled appointment . 
During the past two weeks, I have attempted to contact by 
phone on numerous occasions and have been unsuccessful. I have verified 
with the Troop Committee that Mr. Nichols has not been active with the 
troop for the past three years. When I contacted troop committee member, 
Charles Silliman, by phone to verify the status of Mr. Nichols' 
involvement, he guessed the reason I had called and wanted to know if 
^2S£^>3K3b 3^B wag 3 till trying to cause trouble for Robert Nichols." He 
stated that j ^^j^&^g egl had made those accusations many years ago and they 
had been investigated by the Troop Committee; and he was convinced that 
there w as no subst ance to the accusations. He stated that, in hi3 
poi n i r>n -tt^^ ^STj^ wag a trouble maker and that if the Boy Scouts were 
to take B E33f5 ^*r ISM wo r d *and attempt to put Mr. Nichols out of the 
program that he and several other people would resign. 
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In light of the lack of evidence and the fact that Mr. Nichols is no 
longer active in the program, the committee recommends that we take no 
action against Mr. Nichols unless additional information is provided at 
some point in the future.

He served as Scoutmaster 
of Troop 30 which was then chartered to that facility. 

It has been reported to me that Mr. Guerra was discharged following 
allegations of sexual molestation of one or more youth members in 
that program. My source cannot go on record on this. I was told 
that DYS wanted to press charges against Mr. Guerra, but their legal 
advisors felt that there was not enough evidence to make any charges 
stick. He was let go. His folder was noted so that he would not be 
able to go into youth work if he gave them as a reference, and he would 
not be employed by any state agency. 

I heard that he may have found employment with "the Boy Scouts in t 
Huntsville ,f as a canoeing instructor. Perhaps he got on camp staff 
in the Tennessee Valley Council. We should check that out. 

I was recently informed that Mr. Guerra is an inmate at the West Jefferson 
Correctional Institute. My source told me that he was convicted of 
vehicular homocide and second degree sodomy, the latter charge involving 
a minor. 

I called the West Jefferson Correctional Institute. A Mrs. Robinson 
there confirmed that a Vincent Guerra is an inmate there. She could 
not give me any further information over the telephone. She suggested 
that I write the warden to get further information. 

A copy of that letter is attached. 

I have found out that Mr. Guerra was born in Rutland, Vermont. At 
one time he was employed at the Mount Norris Scout Reservation in 
Eden, Vermont. He is a graduate of Rutland Senior High School. 

That is the extent of what I have been able to gather to date* We 
, will know more upon receipt of the warden's reply.

Scoutmaster, has been convicted of a vehicular homocide and second degree 
sodomy. If true, we must take steps to see that Mr. Guerra does not affiliate 
himself with the Boy -Scouts of America upon his release. We do not want to be 
unfair to any innocent persons; therefore, we would appreciate your help if 
you could confirm the following information: 

1. Is the Vincent Guerra in your facility the same as the one who 
formerly served on staff of the Department of Youth Services 
Chalkvlile Campus? 

2. Does your inmate's Social Security Account Number match the one 
above? 

3. Of what crime(s) was Mr. Guerra convicted? 

4. What is the length of his sentence? What is his expected 
release date? 

We must protect our youth members and keep undesirable people out of Scouting. 
We would appreciate your help in this matter. Any information you provide 
will be used internally and treated strictly confidential.
